A large part of our knowledge consists in knowing 
or observing facts. We know that water runs down 
hill; that a stone cast into the air will drop to the 
earth. We know there is cohesion between two parti- 
cles of iron, and that between certain heterogeneous 
elements are chemical affinities causing them to unite 
in compounds. But why are these things so? Why 
does a stone fall to the ground?

But how does this law of gravity act? How can bodies 
separated millions of miles act upon each other? We 
see no form, we hear no voice between us and the sun, 
and yet the planets and sun are bound together by un- 
seen cords, But why and how no man knows. 

Now, we see the same law of repulsion and attraction 
in the world of mind and spirit, and in its higher work- 
ings appears what may be called the attraction or re- 
pulsion of feelings. The appetite is attracted to food 
and drink agreeable to the taste. The olfactory nerves 
are delighted with sweet odors. The eye is pleased 
with the beautiful form or color, and the ear is drawn 
to music. And here in the world of the senses we are 
aided by the law of repulsion. We cast away the coarse 
and nauseous in food; we fight against offensive odors; 
we try to work out all discord in music.

Then rising a step higher, we find the same law in| 


the affections and moral sentiments. While the affec- 
tions may be traced so low that they can scarcely be 
distinguished from: the appetites and passions, above 
these come attractions of business acquaintances; and 
still higher is the attraction of love, in which man is 
drawn from self toward his fellow-men; and still above 
this is the attraction of country. Thus we come to 
love great principles called patriotism, liberty, and 
courage, because they stand for outer and inner de- 
fenses of our home, our country, and our religion. 
Who can tell the depth and tenderness of love? 
Who can tell its power to endure, to suffer, to conquer? 
Under the blessedness of this holy inspiration parents 
toil all the years of life away that they may have their 
children come to honor in this life. Could we see all

Having seen the law of attraction in its universal 
sway grasping and holding all worlds; in chemistry 
drawing and repelling different elements; in affinities 
giving possibility and form of all life; in the higher 
planes, of the senses and sentiments and affections, we 
may now with a larger understanding and a clearer re- 
alization step into the full light and meaning of these 
wonderful words of Jesus in the text, “And I, if I be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw all men unto my- 
self.” 

The form of power indicated in the thought of 
“drawing” is finer and more noble than would be driv- 
ing. Even if it be a compulsion, it is more noble to 
compel by persuasion, conviction, attraction, than by 
the lower forms of force usually applied to brutes. All 
the other forms of nature and life took their obedient 
form of life in the great system of things before man 
had a being; and his coming brought a strange and 
new exception to the orderly movements of everything 
else. Here was a being given dominion over all—a 
being trusted with the power and responsibility of self- 
government, and yet failing to govern and rule himself. 
Failing to live by the spirit, by reason, conscience, and 
right, he went down under the reign of sense and pas- 
sion, thus filling the earth with cruelty, deceit, oppres- 
sion, slavery, war, falsehood, and all wrong. And it is 
God’s later work to bring this higher being into the 
great harmony and order of volitional obedience. 


“Tf I be lifted up from the earth I will draw all men 
unto myself.” I will subdue their rebelliousness; I 


will overcome their resistance; I will convince their 


judgment; I will win their confideace and love; I will 


take away their pride and self-love, and fill them with 
my own spirit of loving and suffering for others; I will 
bring order and beauty into this scene of confusion and 


sin; I will set up my throne in all hearts.

Now 
are these conditions fulfilled in Christ and Christian- 
ity? What are the’forces in the world of mind and 
heart that attract men? They are truth, reason, jus- 
tice, right, sympathy, love, mercy, suffering, healing, 
helping, art, music, hope, joy. Christ and Christianity 
stands for all these in their highest and best sense. 
Thus standing at the center of all attracting forces the

was upon this scene that Jesus looked when he said, 


Savior could predict that all minds and hearts would be 
drawn unto himself. The reason why the systems of 
men can not secure universal conquest is because they 
are partial, limited, one-sided, and appeal to only a part 
of humanity. 

Alexander, Cesar, and Napoleon represented power, 
law, and conquest by force of arms; Plato and Aris- 
totle stood for reason; Angelo and Raphael for art; 
Beethoven and Handel for music; the Rothschilds and 
Vanderbilts for wealth, and the Darwins and Huxleys 
for science, but none of these are inclusive enough to 
attract all. Jesus Christ stands for every quality and 
phase of all that is good, and hence draws all these 
qualities to himself. But another condition required 
these qualities and principles to be brought into at- 
tracting relations to humanity. Moses sought to know 
and see God. The prophets caught a glimpse of his 
glory, but in Jesus God is revealed in such fullness 
that he could say, “He that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father.” See how inclusive, typical, and prophetical 
was the life of Christ. He was born in a stable, and 
began his work among the poorer classes of society. 
He went into the mountain of temptation, and out on 
the seas of storm and trial. He fed the hungry, bless- 
ed childhood, healed the sick, ate with sinners, rebuked 
the arrogant, upheld truth, mercy, and justice, stood 
for liberty, loyalty, and brotherhood. Ile forgave the 
penitent, wept at the grave of a friend, sorrowed in the 
garden, died on the cross, and came into the whole 
temple and life of man. Thus acting from these great 
centers, and moving out along the lines of universal in- 
terest and sympathy, he attracts all. Another condition 
is found in its power to attract forever. Had gravity 
failed at any point in the long ages of creation all 
would have fallen back to chaos. Were gravity to 
break down the order o! the universe wouldcease; but 
the great laws of nature abide forever. And so in 
moral attraction; had it failed with the patriarchs and 
prophets or ended with Christ, the moral order would 
have collapsed; but like the tireless energy of maternal 
law and the ceaseless flow of maternal life, rising from 
the snowy grave of a thousand writers, the attractive 
power of God, the pity .of God, the pardon of God in 
Christ is a perpetual fact in our world. Not in the 


visible person of Christ, but God as a voice, a ae. 
ple, a truth, a spirit, and an inspiration has followed 
along all the slow way of history; and Jesus Christ is 
now incarnated in million: of hearts and homes, and in 
liberty, justice, and all the want and suffering and 
charity of the world. There is a divine life forever 
brooding over humanity, reproving sin, helping the 
weak, and calling all to walk in the upward paths. And 
thus God is moving upon the moral world; and where- 
ever is childhood there is Christ; and when the blind 
call out by the way he is there to build asylums; and 
when the sick suffer or mourners weep he is there; 
and when men smite their breasts and feel they are sin- 
ners he is there; and “he is the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever.’

more feasible to fulfill such a plan in New York State 
than in any other part of our field. We have there 
Starkey, which, if we thoroughly equip with a good 
staff of teachers, might be easily raised to the grade of 
a university by securing a new charter from the legis- 
lature. With but little effort Antioch could be thus 
exalted and placed under the fostering care of Ohio 
and the great West. With regard to the South I am 
not so well acquainted, but it almost seems that their ad- 
vancement is sufficient to warrant them in such an un- 
dertaking. I believe that we asa people are able to for- 
ward our mission-work, and also to raise ourselves to a 
respectable equality with other denominations in edu- 
cational work. 

Now, even though my plans do not meet with favor 
and though some may doubt the advisability of them, 
yet I think it will be conceded by all that we ought to 
make some provisions for our young men who are de- 
sirious of pursuing a post-graduate course in either 
divinity or law. The standard of qualification in the 
various professions is increasing each year, and we 
must either meet these incessant demands or coll pse. 
This matter ought not to be deferred until it is beyond 
our reach. There are young men who are even now 
pursuing a university course, and when graduated will 
be ready for situations. Can we supply them with sit- 
uations where they can make themselves felt in the 
world? We must attend to the matter of higher edu- 
cation if we do so. 

With these few thoughts I will close my paper, hop- 
ing better writers will furnish papers upon this subject.

A GREAT QUESTION.—No. 1?.

What the death of Christ really was is of very muck 
importance to the whole life-and-death question. It 
seems to be one of the plainest of all historical verities 
that the death of Jesus was what is called physical 
death. Time has been when any thought or intimation 
of any different idea would have been regarded with 
profound astonishment. Astonishment may cease in 
view of any new and seemingly wild idea. We may 
hear some new idea of his death—it may be! But what 
can it be? 

Two very different theories of men seem to require 
that the death of Christ shall be considered as total, 
including every element of life in him. And these two 
theories embrace two extreme opposites concerning the 
resurrection. The theory of the class of destruction- 
ists who teach that death includes all life of the indi- 
vidual as inseparable from the material body, obliges 
them to maintain that there was nothing of Christ 
which did not die on the cross. They teach, however, 
a most literal resurrection of the body. Another class 
hag arisen who boldly teach that there is to be no res- 
urrection of the bodies of men after death. Their 
theory, that the spirits of men only live or can live 
after the death of the body, to include any idea of “a 
resurrection from the dead” must include the idea that 
Christ’s spirit, as well as his body, died at the erucifix- 
ion, and then his spirit was immediately revived and 
raised to heaven. In logical harmony with their theory 
the body of Christ could not have been raised up from 
death, and his spirit must have also died on the cross; 
for a “resurrection from the dead” must have been a 
raising to life of what had been dead; and if there can 
be no resurrection of men’s bodies, there could not be 
of Christ’s body. 

I desire to state these theories with perfect fairness, 
and have done so as far as [ understand them. We 
may realize the great difficulty of stating theories clear- 
ly and impartially, while we are prejudiced against them 
as subversive of the truth as it is in the gospel. But I 
have tried to state the two theories justly and fairly, 
and must leave it to the intelligent reader to judge 
whether I have done so. 

It is difficult for me to see how-the advocates of 
either of those theories, which make Christ so mortal 
that even his spirit could die at the crucifixion, 
could regard him as the Son of God, or as he was called 
in I. Cor. 15: 47, “the Lord from heaven.” If a divine 
being, existing with the Father before he came to par- 
take of the elements of mortality—“flesh and blood’ — 
in his divine life, he was superior to death’s control or 
claims. Men of one of those classes are understood to 
affirm and teach that every mortal man is mortal only 
in his body, while in soul he has natural and inherent 
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jmmortality. A soul or spirit having natural and in- 
herent immortality could not die for three days, nor 
for the smallest fraction of a moment. Such a mortal 
immortality would be impossible. It seems perfectly 
certain that the Son of God (Christ) had no element of 
mortality except in the “flesh and blood” of which 
he became a partaker for the very purpose of dying 
for us. If the body only of Jesus died, his resurrec- 
tion was of the body, and nothing else. What did the 
death of Christ include? Important question! 

What I have regarded as a rule of interpretation, 
and as existing in the nature of things, is as follows: 
The testimonies or doctrine of the Bible must be inter- 
preted so as to be in harmony with the plain biblical 
statements of historic facts. 

If this rule is correct, and I think it can not be 
invalidated, it will establish as certain that Christ's} 
spirit, commended by him to the keeping of the Fa- 
ther, left the body when it died on the cross, and 
was in hades until the body was “raised from the 
dead,” which latter fact numerous testimonies of 
Scripture affirm to have been on the “third day” 
after his crucifixion. The spirit of Christ did not go 
to heaven, according to any testimony of Scripture, on 
the day of his death. The resurrection was at a later 
day, and the ascension to heaven was still later. 
This paper can not include the scriptural proofs with- 
out too great length.

A SERMON.

“And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having | 
the key of the bottomless pit and a great chain in his 
hand. And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, | 
which is the devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand | 
years.” Rev. 20: 1, 2. 

The book from which my text is selected is often | 
styled the revelation of John, but I understand it to 
be the revelation of God through Jesus Christ to John; 
John was used only as an instrument to communicate | 
this divine message to the world. This book is regarded | 
by some as being a hidden mystery. Secret things 
belong to God and revealed things to us and our chil- 
dren. | 

When we look at this book in a three-fold sense 
many difficulties vanish. The author wrote of things 
past, things present, and things to come. Betore we 
further consider our text we will make a few remarks 
upon the life and character of the apostle who wrote it. 
John was the beloved disciple of the Master, and in 
his religious life and conversation he made a nearer 
approach to the divine pattern than any of the other 
apostles, and there was a stronger tie of relationship 
between him and the Savior than between any of the 
others and Christ. He was knownas the disciple whom 
Jesus loved. 

The other apostles entertained an idea that John 
would never die, and on one occasion Peter questioned 
the Savior concerning the matter, and the Lord’s reply 
was, “If I will that he tarry till I come what is that to 
thee?” 

John was noted for his loveliness, and his epistles ' 
teem with love from beginning to end. All the apos- 
tles save John suffered martyrdom, and he was cast into 
a caldron of boiling oil, but came out unharmed. He 
was finally banished to the lonely Isle of Patmos, and 
while in the Spirit on the Lord's day he saw a vision. | 
From behind him came the scund of a great voice as 
of a trumpet saying, [am Alpha and Omega. When 
he looked in the direction from whence came the voice 
he saw seven golden candlesticks upon which seven 
lamps were burning, and in the midst of the candle- 
Sticks was one like unto the Son of man holding seven 
stars in his right hand. 

This brings us to the metaphorical sense in which 
this book is written. The candlesticks represent the 
seven churches of Asia. The burning lamps show that 
the churches are still reflecting the light of the Sun of 
Righteousness. The seven stars represent the seven 
local preachers, or deacons, of those churches sustained 
by the right hand of the Son of man. He is now re-, 
quested to write the things which he had seen and send 
them to the churches in Asia. All of these churches, | 
Save one, received a rebuke. They were first com- 


left their first love! At conversion they loved every- 
body, but now only their own sect. 

After this a door was opened and he was admitted 
into heaven.

the bottom of the sea, and he who would obtain them 
must dive. This requires laborious exertion, but the 
reward well compensates for the toil. 

The four beasts seem to represent the governments of | 
Europe, Africa, Asia Minor, and America. The roar- 
ing lion symbolizes Europe. The ox, in his patient 
servitude, corresponds with Africa. Asia Minor, in| 
the days of her prosperity, was as far above these as 
man is above the beast. While the eagle beautifully 
typifies America with her laws and constitution soaring | 
over all. 

Again, Clarke says: “Christian tradition has given 
these creatures as emblems of the four evangelists. To 
John is attributed the eagle, to Luke the ox, to Mark 
the lion, and to Matthew the man or angel in human 
orm.”

Then the righteous living 
will be changed, and the righteous dead will be raised 
incorruptible and shall reign with Christ a thousand 
years,

He has 
on the girdle of truth, the shield of faith, the helmet 
of salvation, the breast-plate of righteousness, and the 
sword of the spirit. What nation to-day can display 
an armor used in carnal warfare equal, yea, one that 
would at all compare with the Christian armor?

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WHICH OF THE THREE? 


Thoughts suggested upon reading an address of the 
Rev. Alva H. Morrill, delivered at the sixty-seventh 
session of the New York Eastern Christian Conférence, 
at South Westerlo, June 4, 1885. 

There are, we will suppose, three persons living in 
the immediate vicinity of the Christian Church, of 
which the writer is a member in good standing and full 
fellowship. Mr. A. is not regarded as a member of said 
church, his name not appearing on the roll of member- 
ship. Briefly speaking, he does not believe in church 
organization as we are accustomed to speak of persons 
bound together by church constitutions. He admits 
the existence of a Supreme Ruler, believes Christ to 
be his Son, and as such the Savior provided for the 
world. He receives the Bible as a revelation of God’s 
will to men, strictly honest and upright in his dealings 
to his fellow-men, would not knowingly wrong the 
most ignorant, generous-hearted, ever ready to assist a 
good cause to the extent of his ability, charitable to 
the poor, never turning any from his door, chaste in his 
conversation, gentlemanly and courteous even towards 
his inferiors, a good neighbor, an affectionate husband, 
a kind and loving father. ‘“He is fully persuaded in 
his own mind that a public profession of faith in 
Christ is unnecessary; that church membership is of 
no importance; that religious exercises and family de- 
votions are, to say the least, only formal and therefore 
not profitable. He is fully persuaded in his own mind 
that all religious worship should be spiritual; that God 
is a Spirit, and seeketh such to worship him as shall 
worship him in spirit and in truth.” His faith is that 
prayer does not consist in any form of words spoken or 
uttered in public or private, but in a lifting up of the 
heart to God. Neither does prayer effect any change 
in God’s plans or purposes, so that his creatures do 
not receive more by asking or less by not asking. Of 
all this “he is fully persuaded in his own mind.” And 
“as the man thinketh so is he.”’ 

Mr. B. is a member of the Christian Church, having 
received the hand of fellowship from one of our lead- 
ing ministers, the Rev. Daniel Prosser it may be, or the 
Rev. N. Summerbell, D. D. He made no declaration 
of his love for Christ at the time of his acceptance, but 
when the invitation was extended for those who desired 
an interest in the prayers of God’s people and were 
willing to identify themselves with the church to stand 
up, this same person arose, not uttering a word, came 
forward, and upon a vote of the church was received 
into membership. He has never been baptized, 
sprinkled, or poured; in fact, he does not believe in 
water baptism at all. There is but one baptism, he 
argues, and that is the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
Outward rites and forms with him mean nothing, con- 
sequently, like Mr. A., he never prays either in public 
or in private, never publicly bears testimony for Christ, 
never approaches the Lord’s table—in fact, never con- 
forms to any outward observances. He is a good-living 
man, however, a member of the church, upright in his 
dealings, benevolent, courteous, kind-hearted, generous 
to a fault, of a loving and amiable disposition, liberal 
in his contributions to the church and minister, regu- 
lar in his attendance at all religious services held in the 
church of which he is a member, an earnest worker in 
the Sabbath-school and all moral reform societies. 
“He is fully persuaded in his own mind’’ that this is all 
God requires of him, and “as the man thinketh so is 
he.” 

Mr. C. isa member of the Methodist or Presbyterian 
Church, and unlike Mr. A.,a firm believer in church 
organization and gospel ordinances; places great value 
on a public confession of religion, intensely earnest for 
the upbuilding of the church of which he is a mem- 
ber. At the prayer and experience meeting he can be 
easily heard, at times, waxing eloquent in his declara- 
tions of undying love for Christ and his cause, although 
at the time of his conversion and acceptance as a mem- 
ber of the visible body of Christ he submitted to no 
ordinance, obeyed no command of his acknowledged 
Leader. Let it be intimated that he has not been bap- 
tized, he replies, “I am satisfied with my baptism.” 
True, his father and mother are dead, and while an un- 
conscious babe he was borne to a far off distant shore 
to dwell amoug strangers in a strange land; but even 
in that strange land, fortunately (or unfortunately), 
some person happens to remember of hearing it from 
some other person that Mr. C. received baptism in his 
infancy, True, it was only two or three drops of water 


which fell upon his infant face from the tips of the 
officiating clergyman’s fingers. ‘“‘EKnough,” he cries, “I 
have been baptized; two drops are as good as an ocean. 
The saving efficacy is not in the water but in the pre- 
cious blood of Christ.’”” Mr. C. does not abound in the 
good qualities for which Mr. A. is noted, for we fre- 
quently hear it intimated that he is sharp on a horse 
trade, not over scrupulous for the truth, shrewd on a 
bargain, ever having an eye for the interest of No. 1, 
somewhat high-toned, not noted for his extensive be- 
nevolence, somewhat egotistical when speaking of our 
church. But what signifies? Is he not a member of 
an orthodox church and in good standing, and there- 
fore in a position to expect the hand of Christian fel- 
lowship? Is he not to be the judge of his own case? 
“He is fully persuaded in his own mind;” “he is satis- 
fied with his baptism and life.” Who is he that con- 
demneth? He claims, like Mr. B., to have a Christian 
character. Remember “that Christian character is our 
only test of fellowship.” 

Which of the three are entitled to Christian fellow- 
ship? And if rejected, on what authority? They are 
each of them “fully persuaded in their own mind.” Will 
some good brother please point out through the Hrr- 
ALD the ingredients of which Christian character is 
built up? How much faith and the kind of faith requi- 
site to salvation? What are the obligations to be dis- 
charged before a person can be credited with having a 
Christian character? x. 


ANSWER. 


The above contains questions in other minds than the 
author’s, and its publication may be profitable also as 
picturing three classes of men, none of them saints, 
but which exist with the saints in all churches, and the 
picture of their form of religion may move them to 
mend it. 

“Inquirer” draws the profile of three pilgrims neith- 
er of whom is enthusiastic in his allegiance to his 
leader, and asks, “Which is entitled to Christian fel- 
lowship?” I think that all the three on application 
would be received by the Christians or any other 
church in the land if they would comply with the 
terms of initiation. They are all faulty, but in this re- 
spect resemble the saints of old, the apostles, Chris- 
tians generally, and ministers. It is said that in the 
fury of prosecution during the French Revolution one 
proposed to put all dishonest citizens in jail; and an- 
other gave his reason for not seconding the motion 
thus: That such a large proportion would be sent to 
jail that none would be left for jailers. So, were we to 
kill off all who are imperfect there would not be left 
enough to bury them. The most self-esteemed ortho- 
dox churches, when they had the power, took into the 
church every child born as far as their power extended, 
so that their fellowship embraced in their fold all the 
best and worst people who live; therefore they should 
not object. 

Christians mean by Christian character the profes- 
sion of faith in Christ and love to him with obedience, 
and do not go behind the profession for inquisition 
unless “for cause.” This is correct. Jesus blessed all 
who thus received him without waiting till their faith, 
love, or obedience was tried. So may we. To my 
mind the eunuch, prior to Philip meeting him, was a 
good man but not a Christian, but the moment he pre- 
ferred Christ in faith or love or act, even prior to bap- 
tism, his former Jewish character faded out, and the 
Christian character appeared in its stead. And so in 
every other example. St. Paul had not much prac- 
tical visible Christian character when Ananias bother- 
ed him, but the germ was apparent, nor was his con- 
formity to Jewish customs when last in the temple, 
such as to commend him to the modern Jewish leading 
pulpit; but he did not lose the Christian character with 
the apostles, nor with the Savior. The model of Chris- 
tian character is of course Christ, and it is seen in 
Christ’s life, but a great part of this character as it 
shines out in Christ is forbearance, charity, and sympa- 
thy for the erring. 

While of our “Inquirer’s’’ trio the first should come 
to the fold, and both pray audibly, be baptized, and all 
be better, and the third should have come to a church 
which he could learn of in the Bible, all would be re- 
ceived; yea, and men worse than they, on complying 
with terms of admission into most of the churches of 
ancient or modern times.

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THE CHRISTIAN IDEAL. 





On a recent Sunday a sermon was preached at As- 
bury Park by the Rev. Dr. Townsend, on “The Chris- 
tian Ideal.” We present a synopsis: 

This is ideal Christianity—to have the mind of Christ. 
It is not to join a church, pay so much money, be de- 
corous in life. It means the living, or the seeking to 
live, that ideal life that Christ lived here on earth. It 
means that one shall forget himself in the nobility of 
work—as did the builders of the great cathedrals, as 
did the writers of the Book of Job. Is not even 
Homer’s name a dream? Who worked out those 
cathedral thoughts that cover us? Who laid for us 
these foundational, moral influences? Of that army of 
thinkers and workers how few are known, and they are 
but shadow-names. And he who would possess a mind 
of Christ must be content to organize his thoughts, and 
do his work even though he may have no name of 
earthly immortality. It means to do some helpful 
human work, of brain or hand—to do it gladly, faith- 
fully, as long as life or strength lasts. It is cowardice, 
when so much needs to be done, to ever dream of a 
liberation from the necessity of labor. Let the weak 
and the aged sit in the sheltered corner of the house- 
hold fire, but to those who can, God says, “Work.” It 
means to irradiate this common life of ours with divine 
motives; if one is a mother in a humble home, to fill 
it with taste and sympathy, the feeling of moral beauty, 
the tenderness of love. Difficult? Yes,itis. To do 
common things well is the most difficult of things. 
There are ten painters who can paint a dreamy 


Madonna to one who can depict a beggar boy trying to | 


extract a thorn from his naked foot. In an hour of 
high impulse one does an uncommon deed with 
dramatic effect. But itis harder to do that which is 
infinitely more needed to make divine our daily life by 
drenching it with the spirit of Christ. So he who 
would lead a Christian life, called to be a knight, a 
hero, a worker, whese life tells men that there is an 
eternal God. who loves good and hates evil, and who 
helps every little bit of holiness in a human heart, 
whether it be found in a great city, or western prairie, 
or Jutuma Fountain. He is to strike great blows 
against all evil, not so much against Adam’s sin and 
the dark Satan as the satans that are here with us—in- 
temperance, ignorance, idleness, luxury, hypocrisy. 
He is to take his religion into his home and plant even 
more thickly the joy-flowers there. This is a great 
work? Yes, but a great nature is called to great 
things. A hard world? Yes, but a place for heroes! 
Christ calls a man to that which is infinite.—C hristian 
Union.

WHAT GAVE RISE TO HUMAN CREEDS. 

Not long after the commencement of the Donatist 
controversy, or inthe year 317, another storm arose in 
Egypt which spread its ravages over the whole Chris- 
tian world. The ground of this contest was the doc- 
trine of three persons in the Godhead, a doctrine which, 
during the three preceding centuries, had not been de- 
fined in all respects. It had been decided in opposition 
to the Sabellians and others that there is a real dif- 
ference between the Father and the Son, and also be- 
tween them and the Holy Spirit, or that there are three 
persons in the Godhead. But the nature of the differ- 
ence had ‘not been a dispute, and nothing had been 
decreed by the church on these points. The doctors 
had explained this subject in different ways, or gave va- 
rious representations of the difference between the Fa- 
ther and Son and Holy Spirit without offense being 
taken. 

The majority in Egypt and neighboring countries had 
on this subject, as well as on others, followed the opin- 
ions of Origin who taught that the Son is in God what 
reason is in man, and that the Holy Ghost is nothing 
else than the divine energy or power of acting and 
working, 

Alexander, the Bishopof Alexandria, expressed him- 
self freely on this subject in a meeting of the presbyters, 
and maintained that the Son possesses not only the 
same dignity but also the same essence as the Father. 
But Arius, one of the presbyters, a man of acuteness 
and fluency, influenced perhaps by ill-will toward his 
bishop, at first denied the truth of Alexander’s posi- 
tion on the ground that they were allied to the Sabellian 
errors which were condemned by the church. He main- 
tained that the Son is totally and essentially distinct 





from the Father; that he was only the first and noblest 
of those created beings whom God created out of noth- 
ing; therefore, that he was inferior to the Father, both 
in nature and in dignity. What were his views of the 
Holy Ghost is not equally manifest. 

The opinions of Arius were no sooner divulged than 
they found very many abettors, and among them men 
of distinguished talents and rank, both in Egypt and 
the neighboring provinces. Alexander on the other 
hand accused Arius of blasphemy before two coun- 
cils assembled at Alexandria and cast him out of the 
church. 

Retiring to Palestine he wrote several letters to men 
of distinction, in which he labored to demonstrate the | 
truth of his doctrine. He drew over immense numbers | 
to his side, and in particular, Eusebius, Bishop of 
Nicomedia, who was a man of vast influence. The 
Emperor Constantine, who considered the discussion as 
relating to a matter of little importance, at first 
addressed the disputants by letter admonishing them 
to desist from contention, but when he found nothing 
was effected by this measure and that greater commo- 
tion was daily rising throughout the empire, in the year | 
325 he summoned that famous council of the whole 
church, which met at Nice, in Bithynia, to put an end 
to the controversy. In this the doctrine of Arius was 
condemned and Christ was pronounced to be of the! 
same essence with the Father. Arius was sent into| 
exile in Illyricum, and his followers were compelled to | 
assent to a creed or confession of faith composed by the | 
council. 

It appears not only that Arius was condemned by 
this council, but other things were decreed with a view 
to settle the affairs of the church—the controversy re- 
specting the time of celebrating Easter which had long 
perplexed the Christians was terminated; the Novation | 
disturbance, respecting the readmission of the lapsed to 





communion, was composed; the jurisdiction (of the 
greater bishop) was defined.

HELP YOUR PASTOR. 


Has he not a right to your assistance, and just as 


strong a claim on you as you can have on him for pul- 
pit instruction and pastoral oversight? Before you ever 
utter another croak about the condition of things in 
the church, turn your eye-glass from the pulpit to the 
pews, and see whether the cause of spiritual dearth 
may not lie quite as much with the people as with their 
minister. Granting that vou ought to help your pas- 
tor, how can you do it? 


There are scores of ways in which you can strength- 


en his hands and cheer his heart. First of all, do unto 
him as you would that others do unto you; put your- 
self in his place. He can not always strike twelve in 
his sermons, any more than you can always make a 
shrewd bargain, or finish a piece of work quite up to 
your promise. You do not like to be unreasonably 
censured; no more does he; and when you are scold- 
ing your minister, you are discrediting a servant of 
your Lord, and obstructing his work. Supposing him 
to be a conscientious pastor and doing his best, he has 
a right to your generous appreciation. If you have 
just ground for criticisms, take them to his study, and 
not to your neighbors’ houses. You may help him by 
the first method, provided that you go in a frank, fra- 
ternal spirit. 


2. Fora better purpose than for criticism, you may 


visit him or ask him to your own house—and that is 
to devise plans of doing good. Partners in business 


consult often; you are a spiritual partner with your 


minister. It is your church as much as it is his; it 
really belongs to Him who owns you both. Just as 


clearly is it your duty to labor for the Master as it is 
his duty. Put your heads and hearts together, and de- 
vise plans for usefulness, and the best methods to make 
them successful. If he sets on foot a feasible plan for 
quickening church-life, aiding the Sabbath-school, in- 
creasing the prayer-meeting, or reaching the uncon- 
verted, then back him. 

3. A minister who is really worthy of the name, can 
stand an empty purse better than an empty pew or an 
empty prayer-meeting. Lt is a disgrace to a church 
that he should be allowed to suffer from either, but the 
spiritual emptiness affects the most keenly. Perhaps 
your pastor is wondering what has become of you on 
the evenings of the devotional meetings. The better 
man or woman you are, the more you are missed; the 
worse you are, the more you need to go. It-may be 
that your pastor is disheartened by the emptiness of 
your seat on the Sabbath. He has prepared carefully 
a discourse for your benefit; you lost it; both he and 
you suffer from that absence. For one I am ready to 
confess that I have never made any converts to the 
truth in an empty pew, and never have delivered a ser- 
mon loud enough to awaken a parishioner who was doz- 

























spiritual droughts would give place to glorious harvests? 


5. A single sagacious and earnest helper is a rich 


blessing to a pastor. But several scores of them are 
still better. If he leans all the time on Aaron and 


Hur, then the rest of the flock get lazy themselves, 


and censorious towards the two men who occupy the 
leading position; and what shall the minister do when 
Aaron is sick, or Hur is absent on business? That is 
not a healthy church in which all the work, all the 
giving, and all the praying, are done bya half dozen 
people, even though the men are Calebs and the 
women are Tabithas. It is the pull of the whole 
church that brings the blessing. 


This touches the very core of the question, ‘How 


shall I help my pastor?” Pray tor him, pray with him, 
and practice as you pray. Peter’s powerful discourse 
at Pentecost was preceded by a powerful prayer-gather- 
ing. Saturday evening wrestlings with God in a cer- 
tain church brought heart-breaking sermons on the 
next morning, until a revival:shook the whole con- 
gregation. What your minister wants is spiritual 
power. That is God's gift; help him to plead for it. 
The mightiest minister who ever trod this earth since 
Christ’s ascension, was not ashamed to say, “Brethren, 
pray for us.”—Rev. Theodore L. Cuyler.

“MAN'S RELIGIOUS NATURE.” 


OUTLINE OF DR. M’WHINNEY’S SUNDAY MORNING DIS- 


_ COURSE. 





‘“‘Man’s Religious Nature” was the theme of Dr. Mc- 
Whinney’s discourse at the Christian Church yesterday 
morning, founded upon the text, “Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve.” 
Matt. 4: 10. 

The speaker sought to establish three important 
propositions: First, that God had made the human 
soul for worship, as certainly as he had made the 
beaver to construct his dam, or the eagle to soar aloft. 
In proof of this, it was claimed that man had been a 
worshiper in all countries of the world and during all 
historic time; that religion, in some form, had been 
and is now as universal and widespread as the race of 
mankind. This universal phenomena can-only be ac- 
counted for upon the supposition of the soul’s native 
religiosity. Infidelity had sought to explain this 
universal fact of human history in other ways than 
that of supposing that religion is incorporated in the 
nature of the soul. But these various explanations 
were shown to be devoid of all sound reason. Semi- 
barbarous people, long ago, distinguished man from the 
rest of animated nature by giving him the title of a 
“worshiping animal.” By defining the term religion it 
was shown that this was the chief faculty of the soul, 
in that it made man the connecting link between the 
great Father and his sublunary universe, and was 
designed to bind fallen humanity back to the Holy 
Infinite. 

Secondly, this native disposition of worship has led 
the benighted mind of man to deify some object or ob- 
jects, being or beings, appropriate moral character to 
them, and then worship them. This statement was il- 
lustrated by reference to the history of idolatry. It 
was impossible, in the nature of things, for man to give 
a better character to these supposed deities than was 
possessed by himseif, and it thereforejfollowed that de- 
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pravity worshiped depravity, until the “whole head was 
sick and the whole heart faint.”” Hence ‘man’s neces- 
sity was God’s opportunity” to reveal the character of 
Him whose life was spotless, and whose divinity was 
complete, and to impose the obligation, “Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God.” 

Thirdly, the worshiper is transformed into the moral 
image, or character of the being worshiped or con- 
ceived to belong thereto. The rapidity with which a 
man is made over into the spiritual likeness of the 
being worshiped is in the ratio of his faith and the in- 
tensity of his devotion. So that the worshiper of God 
as manifested in the person of Jesus Christ, is not he 
who makes the loudest profession, but he who exhibits 
the nature of his faith and the fervency of his worship, 
by a life of truth and honesty, and who manifests a 
spirit of gentleness, love, and good-will to mankind. 
The priest at the altar of Buddha voices the correct- 
ness of this proposition when he says, “He that wor- 
ships Buddha and is not made like Buddha worships 
only with the lips and not with the heart.”’ Christian 
worship aims at nothing less; it could aim at nothing 
greater than that of bringing the soul of man into 
blissful harmony with God and his law of love. Only 
through such divine instrumentality can life be made a 
success, death a triumph, and heaven a glorious

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THE NEW CROTON AQUEDUCT. 

It is estimated that, in the dryest years, 
the Croton watershed can furnish a daily 
supply of 250,000,000 gallons, equivalent 
to 100 gallons per head per day for a 
population of two million and a half 
souls, or to 75 gallons per head for a 
population of three and one-third mill- 
ions. 

In order to store the large amount of 
water necessary to provide this large 
daily supply during the dryer months it 
has been found advisable to provide, at 
first, one reservoir of very large capacity, 
placed low enough in the Croton valley 
to increase to 361.82 square miles the 
available area of the watershed of Croton 
River. This reservoir is to have a capac- 
ity of 3,200,000,000 gallons a body of 
water which would cover 9,400 acres ten 
feet deep. 

The dam which is to form this reser- 
voir (the Quaker-bridge dam), 178 feet 
high above the bed of the river, is to be 
built of solid masonry, and the water be- 
hind is to be 171 feet deep. As the 
foundations of the dam must be extended 
to the bed rock, a distance of nearly 100 
feet below the bed of the stream, the 
total height of the masonry structure will 
consequently be not far trom 300 feet for 
a length of 400 feet in the deeper portion 
of the valley. Oa both sides of this 
deeper portion the rock-bottom rises 
gradually, and the total length of the dam 
is to be about 1,300 feet.— Science.

—The Sacramento River is now so filled 
up by debris, washed down from the 
mines worked during the past year, that 
passenger and freight boats can no 
longer reach Sacramento. The passen- 
gers and freight have to be transferred 
to light-draft barges at the bend in the 
river below the city. . All the grain from 
the upper valleys, if shipped by water, 
has to be lightered down if the barges 
draw more than three feet. The shoaling 
of the river has incrcased so rapidly 
during the last three years that unless 
measures are promptly taken by the 
Government to dredge the lower basifi 
thoroughly, there is every probability that 
Sacramento City and all the great grain- 
growing valleys of northwest California 
will be cut off from water communication 
with San Francisco.
